ol the 22d of lnse February, that the philosopher
of the Trimne distinotly declursd that the only
aspirations he had lefy for political prelerment
would be tuily gratided by u seat as dolegate in
the approaching Counstitulional Convention for
New York. And o the Iribune of yesterday
Horace Greeley, m a cbharacieristis  letler,
deciures that no wan 1= nuthorized to “'bore or
buttonuole” any otner man 1q advocating his
clalms (0 u seat in the Senate. This 18 m per-
fect nccord with Mr, Greeley's whole political
course,

There 8 u nuivete pbont him which is per-
fectly charming, when it s remembered thut
the best part ot his (e has been spent in the
strifer una rivalries of Now York politics, of
which William H, Suward and Henry J, Huy-
mond have been shining Hights,

Apropos of he 2ud ol Pebruary, I distinctly
